It was proven that 
McGregor had played at rooms kept by 
Bartean and other parties. Hon. W. G. 
Cocbran, of Sullivan, is the attorney for 
McGregor, assisted by I. R. Mills. The 
attorney for the defendants is Hugh 
Crea. Judge Vail will give his decision 
in the case to-morrow morning. 


INDICTXENT HELD GOOD.

LINCOLN AT UBBANA. 


A Note for $75 Paid After Twenty 


Years. 


The Champaign Daily Gazette of 


recent Issue devoted considerable epac 
to recollections of citiz-ns of Abraham 
Lincoln. The Gazette claims the die 
Unction of having printed the first 
torial, May 4, ISurf, bringing Lincoln on 
at a candidate for President. Here i 
one of the stories: 


Hon. d. 0. Sheldon, the pioneer Urban 


lawyer, also remembers many plessa 
things about Lincoln, and modestly bear 
toe distinction of having baen engage 
in practice with him. "tie waa here at 
tending court," eaid Mr. Sheldon, "i 
the spring of 1853, when I first o<tm 
here. I was admitted to the bar in 1855 
and the following yenr I associated my 
self with Messrs. Uoler and Sim, the fin 
oajie being Coler, Sim and Sheldon 
We often called on Lincoln to assist u 
in our cues. One I remember in partic 
alar was the case of the People vs. Pal 
ersoa. Pdttersjn was up for trial for 
the killing of Hayden, in Sadorns, in 
1857. We took the side of the defense 
and Lincoln made the leading argu 
ments. Patterson was convicted 
o 


manslaughter, and sent np for one year 
As an illustration of Lincoln's nobl 
character I will tell you a litt'e inoiden 
in connection with this, which I know 
has never been in print. Lincoln's fa 
was 8100. Patterson could only pay 
him 825, and Lincoln took his note fu 
the remainder. A year or so after Mr 
Lincoln's death, F. G. Jaques and mysell 
who were then law paitners, receivpc 
that eame note from David Davis, who 
was Lincoln's administrator. He saic 
that he had found it among tbe 
President's papers, and did not know 
whether it had ever been paid. We for 
warded it to Patterson's folks at George 
town and got the 875."

Relie 
committees visited the homes, and i 
two instances shocking discoveries wer 
made. Daring the night of the col 
wave births occurred in two homes. Th 
women were alone. la each oaee th 
babe was found lying upon a chair a 
the bedside frozen to death, and th 
mother nearly dead. 
Both women re 


oeived immediate a'tet-tioa. There wa 
a partial famine of fuel during the cole 
snap and It was with the greatest aiffi 
onlty that the poorer class ol people 
could be kept reasonably comfortable.

'Squire A. Daggett, of M«con, was in 


Decatur to-day trying to run down a few 
points connected with damaging state- 
ments in the Daily Review, published 
about him. The trouble grows ont of 
some difficulty the 'Squire has had wi'h 
Constable Wm. Maya. Daggett, he says 
refuses to give any business from bia 
office to Maya. A few days ago Mays 
had Daggett arrested on city wairanta 
for I ceding a horse on a boulevard and 
for conveying a buggy over a sidewalk. 
The facts are that Daggett's son and 
another boy, to escape mud in the street, 
pulled on6 wheel of the butrgy over the 
edge of the Bidewalk.

The constable looked at it 
differently, and the warrants were issued. 
Daggett pleaded guilty to the sidewalk 
charge, and was fined $3, He did it be- 
cause he didn't want to trko his eon and 
the other boy out of school, and possibly 
bring them to Decatur on au ap- 
peal. 
When ths Maeon city council 


held a meeting the other evening, the 
83 fine against imggett was remitted. 
Tbe alderman said they were satisfied 
that it was a case of malicious prosecu- 
tion on the part of Mays. At the trial 
of the boulevard case, Daggett was ac- 
quit ed. It is said that Mayor Harbert 
had objected to signing the order for re- 
funding $3 to Daggett, bnt inaamnoh as 
the council had taken favorable action, 
it follows thet the order would have to be 
signed by the proper officer, or that offi- 
cer would have to vacate. Now the pros- 
ecution of Daggett is over, without that 
gentleman losing any feathers or damage, 
except what has appeared in the Decatnr 
Review. Tn one paragraph the Review 
said that Daggett was fii.ed for intoxica- 
tion. The statement was eigned "W. M." 
The 'Squire's principal business in Deoa- 
tnr today is to get hold of the original 
article and ;f possible to secure u 
lion.

All wsre re- 
moved, and the tram came through with- 


ut accident or injury to anybody. 
Since the first of the month Detective 
Iiram T. Warntr, of the Illinois Central 
ompany, has been working on the case, 
rymg to discover the identity of the 
mrties who placed the ties on the track, 
in company wi'h the section boss he 
raveled all over Whitmore township.

It was 
lo the effect that they wore walking 
along the railroad truck January 30ib, 
when one proposed to the other that they 
throw some of the ties on the track and 
see if the engine could knock them off 
They thoaght it would be a good joke 
anyhow to bother the trainmen with the 
obstruction, for, if they saw it in time 
they would have to stop the train and 
clear the way. No other excuse for the 
act is given. But after the ties were put 
on the track Shutter and Hirsoh got a 
good distance away so that in case ol 
trouble they would not be put under 
suspicion. 


The young men are good for a trip to 


Johet, but sentence cannot be pissed 
until the June term of court. They will 
probably be admitted to bail in a few 
daye. The prisoners are sons of well- 
known farmers of Whitmore township, 
and are not simple-minded.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


[From Our Regular cormpontmt ] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13,1893. 


Is the victorious Democratic party on 


the ere of disruption? 
Democrats of 


national prominence - in congress pri- 
vately express the belief that it is, and 
predict that long before the end of the 
administration to begin noxt month tha 
separation between the wings will be 
open and final. The principal cause of 
this belief is the wide gulf that exists 
between Mr. Cleveland and the southern 
and western Democrats on the silver 
question, a gulf which the failure of Mr. 
C. to force the repeal by congress of the 
present silver law has widened and made 
apparently impassible. 
Notice has been 


publicly served on Mr. Cleveland by 
Representative Bland, the leader of the 
silver Democrats in the house, that 
further attempts along this line would 
bring about a withdrawal of the silver 
men from the party. 
The forcefulness 


of Mr. Cleveland's character is so well 
known here that the general opinion is 
that he will continue his tight against 
silver by calling an early extra session 
of the Fifty-third congress, unless con- 
vinced that a bill for the repeal of the 
aiivar law would ba voted down in either 
the house or senate, 
In that case he 


would postpone calling an extra session 
until he had "converted" a eum.-ient 
number to curry his point. 


The selection of Judge Walter Q. 


Greaham, 33 the head of tho Cabinet, 
which is accepted here us an accom- 
plished faot, will also be a factor in 
bringing about a split in the Democratic 
party. Aa a iu!e the Democrats in Con- 
gress decline to publicly discuss this se- 
lection, but privately they are showing 
-heir anger and disappointment. The 
laeling among them may be judged by 
;he faot that Senator Gormin, who is 
ordinarily the most indifferent of men to 
newspaper stories printed of him, took 
special pains to go around among the 
Washington correrpondents and oontra- 
diot the published rumor that Gresham 
lad been selected on his advice. With 
i'ae natural shrewdness of the taotfnl 
political wire puller Gorman lost no time 
in disavowing his 
responsibility for 


Gresham; he had seen and noted the 
effect of the announcement o£ his selec- 
tion on his party associates in Congress. 


Senator Hill has been quietly sounding 


the Democratic Senators to ascertain 
how many of them are -willing to carry 
their opposition to Gresham to the ex- 
tent of voting against hia confirmation 
as a member of the Cabinet. If be can 
secure the pledges of a sufficient number 
of Senators to defeat the confirmation he 
propoes to do it, although it would be 
something never before attempted, as it 
bas been considered cue of the unwritten 
laws of the Senate to confirm Cabinet 
nominations without question. 


Pressure is being brought to bear to 


have Sergeant-at-arms Adam Toder ia 
the house made Com mission fr of Pen- 
sions, if the scheme of transferring that 
bureau to the War Department and sus- 
pending the pensions of all widows mar- 
ried since 1870, and of all men having an 
income in excess of 8600 a year, except 
for total incapacity, of all alien non-resi- 
dents, fails, as it will. The commission- 
ership is merely to be used as a stepping 
stone to the Democratic nomination for 
governor of Ohio. The claim is made by 
Toder's friends that hia connection with 
the U. V, U. will enable him to get the 
votes of a sufficient number of old sol- 
diers, heretofore Republicans, to anchor 
Ohio permanently in the Democratic 
column. 


The house committee on ways and 


means is on a wild goose chase after a 
silly newspaper tumor alleging that Sec- 
retary Foster had agreed to sell 850,000,- 
000 worth of bonda to a syndicate of 
New York b inkers for gold. There is 
not a word of truth in the rumor. Sec- 
retary Fobter has made no agreement to 
sell bonds and has no intention of mak- 
ing such an agreement, and he has no 
idea that the financial situation will be 
such during this administration as to 
cause him to even take such a step into 
serious consideration. Btsides, it is well 
known to those who enjoy the presi- 
dent's confidence that he would not per- 
mit an issue of bonds. 


The Democrats in the House attempt- 


ed to railroad the proposed radical 
changes in the Pension laws through the 
House without debate, but they were 
hauled up short by the Republicans, who 
told them they would filibuster until the 
end of the session if the fullest- debate 
were not allowed. Tha debate will go on 
this week. 


The president has fully made up bis 


mind, and will, it is thought this week, 
send a message to congress favoring Haw- 
aiian annexation. A majority of congress 
favors annexation, but some of the Dem- 
ocrats would p-efer to postpone it until 
the next administration and it ia possible 
they may attempt to do so. 


It is really amusing to hear the Demo- 


crate with their big majority in the house 
plead the baby act and try to charge the 
Republicans with the responsibility for 
defeating Mr. Cleveland's wishes.

PENSION LEGISLATION. 


Gen. Weissert Comes to the De- 


fense of Old Veterans. 


Gen. A. C. Weisaert, Commander-in- 


ohiel O. A. B., furnishes for publication 
a letter addressed by him to Congress- 
man O'Nuill, of MasaachuBbttB, m which 
h> saja: 


I not ce ia the morning papers that 


yon quote me in your proposed amend- 
ments to existing pension legislation, 
affdctiog pensions of inmates ot soldiers' 
houses. Later I reoewed your letter of 
the 4lu instant, asking indorsmeat of 
some interview said to have Dwell hel J 
witU mu on that specino po'.nt. 
Uncer- 


tain whether represented or misrepresent- 
ed iu toat interview, I say to you that 
while I am in favor of legislation giving 
a major portion of tlw pension of inmates 
of a home to his family, yet, if he has no 
family, I Bay let him bave it all, even if 
it amounts to 50o per day. For your pro- 
posed amendments generally, as publish- 
ed, I have no favor. They uro all calcu- 
lated to restrict benefits heretofore ac- 
corded surviving veterans or their wido ire. 
In the body, of which you are a member, 
sits many a man wuo fought, us m'lii-tasl.- 
ion, open and above board, front-face. 
Gordon, his face seaoisd with ttie track 
of Union lead; Butler, ehot m one leg; 
Wheeler, the wild rider who gave us t<> 
little rest, and that sturdy figh er, Moore, 
of T<xas. They were a hue of battle sol- 
diers ia time of w»r, but I hazard tbe 
prediction i one of them could be induc- 
ed to lead in such a fight as you aro 
making. Yon cry out against the sum 
total of the annual appropriation for p«n- 
sions and capitalists and oowarus com- 
prise the majority of those who api'lon i. 
Figure tha total on all pensions from 18G3 
to 1893 and it is a little more than the 
amount paid in the same time for inter- 
est alone to the bondholder. Be bou^h 
his bonds always below par, at timts he 
low ae 38. The men I note havo thehoc- 
orto command, and their deceased com- 
rades, indorsed those bonds with their 
hearts' blood and by their valor put them 
on the road to par and at a premium ia 
the financial marts of the world. 
With 


tremendous untinitnily they stood for 
honest money iu peace, insisting that 
Uncle Sam's promise to the bondholder 
should be redeemed at lOOo on the dol- 
lar, with all interest, and pay abb in gold. 


The next President of the United 


States goes into office, having been voted 
for by hundreds of thousands ot vet- 
erans. I have no criticism for their 
course. The soldier earned the right to 
vote as he pleases, be it Democratic, Re- 
publican or Populist.

Homestead at Last. 


The special committee, appointed by 


the Democratic Congress last July, to 
nvesti gate the Homestead troubles, has 
net reached a conclusion and made a 
report to Congress. Tbis is one of the 
most tardy pieces of public business that 
IBB ever been attempted, when the mat- 
ter to be investigated was of so conch 
mportance as those who appointed this 
committee claimed for it. 


The resolution providing for the com- 


mittee declared that the Carnegie people

men from 20 to 60 por cent., and because 
they refusnd to be thus ground down 
wore locked ont and wantonly shot down 
by hired assassins, etc. Snob a state of 
things of course called for prompt action 
on the paat of Congress. The commit- 
tee 
was 
promptly 
appointed, 
and 


promptly appeared at Homestead and 
sat for days investigating the matter, 
but strange as it may seem, in spite of 
all the demand for haste, that committee 
has spent eight months' valunble time 
before submitting a report to Conifrf SP, 
and at last submitted the report just as 
the Congress is going out of power. 
While this committee has been waiting 
to reach a conclusion the mills have been 
started up, an assaBain has been sent to 
the penitentiary, the militia restored 
order, and the courts have tried several 
cases that grew out ot the Homestead 
affair. All this presents a chapter of 
demagogy which is without parallel, em- 
bracing an effort to deceive the laboring 
men of the country by trifling with their 
affairs. 


The testimony tttken at Homestead 


was to the effect that the protective tariff 
gave these men good wages; that the 
Carnegie employes, in the language of a 
member of the committee, were receiving 
the highest wages he ever heard of in 
his life; that the frugal workmen owned 
their homes and were living happily and 
prospering before the trouble came on, 
and that the workmen did not desire the 
enactment of laws requiring arbitration 
in case of so-oalled labor troubles.

ing these facts, which were the opposite 
of the deolaiatioES in the resolutions 
creating the committee, in their posses- 
sion, that Democratic committee and the 
Democratic honae of representatives re- 
fused tp mnke a report, fearing the facts 
would injure the Democratic party at 
the polls.

The chop houses and commission men 


of the city who have been supplying all 
kinds of game to tbeir customers all 
winter are now bound do^n to a very 
few of the less gamey varieties. 
The 


statute forbidding tbe tale of quail, 
grouse prairie chicken and squirrel went 
into effect Feb. 1, but ttie dealew are 
generally allowed a few da ys to dispose 
of the stock on hand. Nov, however, the 
soles must be limited to -abhite, water 
fowl and a few kinds very i arely eeen iu 
Decatnr. The present winter bae been 
a very hard one on quail, und this will 
probably oanee a more than usually strict 
enforcement of the law aguinst handling 
the game. It is totally un ikely that any 
attempts will be made to deal in them 
clandestinely. 


A Great Invention. 


Boston Journal: News of an important 


invention comes from Geimany. It is a 
method for eliminating the element of 
smoke from the combination of coal. The 
tests have been made so satisfactory that 
contracts have been made with some ot 
the largest concerns in t le country, in- 
cluding several principal tinea of steam- 
ers. By the new metbod t,he coal is re- 
duced first to powder by machinery. This 
inflammable duet is pro, -cted into tbe 
furnace by a current of air, automatically 
Sgulated* and as soon at it is inside it 
gives forth an intense Maze. Oxygon 
being intr. duoed by a new contrivance, 
the dust does not full to the bottom, but 
floats i i space and is consumed to the 
last particle. There is no perceptible 
smoke, and no ashes. The fire can be 
started or stopped in a moment, and 
pressure can be maintained «t any de- 
sired scale, while 'he weir and tear of 
furnaces and boilers ia ea d to be greatly 
reduced.
